Finland  Native  Student  Studies 


Journalism  First  Year  at  BYU 


Martt  Savojarvi,  young  Finnish 
newspaperman,  Tuesday  entered 
his  first  full  term  university 
journalism  course,  at  Brigham 
Young  University. 

Sarvojarvi  is  at  BYU  for  one 
quarter  on  a scholarship  from  an 
association  of  Finnish  daily  news- 
papers. He  plans  to  study  Am- 
erican newspapers  and  newspap- 
er production  and  college  jour- 
nalism programs. 

He  did  not  attend  a university 
because  there  are  no  university 
journalism  courses  in  Finland. 
Besides  the  nearest  of  the  two 
university  cities,  Helsinki,  is  200 
miles  from  his  home  town. 

Universities  have  recently  be- 
gun sponsoring  week-long  jour- 
nalism workshop  sessions,  and 
may  enter  professional  journal- 
ism- training.  A Finn  holding  an 
international  press  card  is  en- 
titled to  half-price  fare  on  all 
public  transportation  and  admis- 
sion to  most  gatherings.  - 


After  he  finished  high  school, 
hich  is  equal”  to  an  average 
two  years  in  American  college, 
Savojarvi  served  two  years  in 
the  army  and  then  started  work- 
ing and  learning  journalism  on 
Savo,  daily  newsparer  of  his 
home  town,  Koopio,  in  central 
Finland.

porter  for  Savo,  which  is  a con- 
servative party  organ.  Practical- 
ly every  newspaper  in  Finland  is 
affiliated  with  some  political 
party. 

Sarvojarvi  has  also  done  work 
as  a radio  reporter,  as  do  most 
Finnish  journalists.  All  radio  sta- 
tions are  owned  and  operated  by 
the  government,  and  are  largely 
staffed  by  regular  newspaper  re- 
porters. 


Two  things  that  have  surprised 
Savoparvi  most  in  the  past  two 
days  are  the  smiles  on  campus 
and  the  daily  college  newspaper. 
It  seems  Scandinavians  are  a 
more  serious  people,  especially 
at  universities.  Finnish  univer- 
sities usually  publish  a monthly 
newspaper,  though  the  national 
student  organization  publishes 
one  three  times  a week.
